Judge Hears Arguments In Arnold’s Suit

A hearing was held in Adair Circuit Court Monday before 
Judge Judy Vance for arguments in Dr. Ben Arnold’s suit against 
the Adair Board of Elections, City of Columbia, and mayoral 
election winner Curtis 
Hardwick. Arnold, a write-in 
candidate for mayor, is 
seeking a new election by 
contesting the results of the 
November election, alleging 
that the will of the voters was 
not met because of 
irregularities in the voting 
process. 

The motions before the judge were for the court to hold all 
machines, ballots, stub books, and other papers pertinent to the 
election, pending further action, and for the City of Columbia to 
postpone seating the new mayor until the suit is settled. 
Conversely, the defendants moved that the petition be dismissed. 
No action was taken Monday, and both Arnold and Hardwick 
shared their thoughts on the matter. 

“I just want to be clear that this is personal,” Hardwick said. 
“This is a personal lawsuit against me.” 

Hardwick’s comments are in response to Arnold’s letter in The 
Adair Progress last week, that stated, in part, “The petition is not 
a lawsuit against anyone [...] There are no reasons to believe the 
Mayor/City Government or the other candidates did anything 


incorrectly.” 

Arnold maintains that the petition isn’t a personal lawsuit. 

“It is a petition to the judge to review the election,” Arnold 
said. “It is not a lawsuit against Curtis. The better thing in the 
community would be for leaders to stand up and say this wasn’t 
executed fairly. A lot of voters lost their constitutional rights just 

because of negligence.” 

Hardwick and Arnold both 
said that they expected a ruling 
on the second motion—that 
the City postpones seating 
Hardwick until the suit is 
settled—to be made by Jan. 1, 
when he would officially take 
office, but there is no timetable 
at the moment. If Judge Vance 
rules that Hardwick can’t take office until the suit is over, the 
City Council would appoint a mayor pro tern to carry out the 
mayor’s duties until the matter is settled. 

“Right now, we have no schedule,” Hardwick says. “If [Judge 
Vance] is going to keep me from taking office she’ll have to do it 
by [Jan.l].” 

Arnold believes that seating Hardwick as mayor would cause a 
voter bias if a new election is granted, and said that he doesn’t 
believe the process will be a long one. 

“I don’t see a reason why it could not be [done by the end of

Some Country Stores of Adair 
County in the Early 20th Century 

Far from a Complete last... 

The Country Store has always been the backbone of 
any community. With the loss of so many of these grass- 
root businesses in the past thirty or so years, the rural 
areas of our county and state have suffered 
immeasurably. 

There was a time when one could not drive more than 
three or four miles without passing such an 
establishment. Now, there are few to be found. This is 
why we should all patronizes these stores, and any 
hometown businesses. Experiences come to mind now 
that then impressed upon me the rights and privileges of 
being a viable citizen. My own experiences at the local 
stores of my youth were included, but not restricted to 
the following: Mr. Stanley Rosenbaum, at Fairplay; Fred 
Pickerell, at Gadberry; O.G. Rowe and Clarence Bean, 
both at Chance; Rollin Coomer’s Trading Post, at the 
neck of Harvey Ridge; Harrison and Carrie Bledsoe, at 
Cundiff; Sam Aaron, at Glensfork... 

The store close by our home was operated in the late 
1960s and early ‘70s by Mr. Gilbert Smith, wife Inis 
Harvey Smith, and son, Ralph. This operation began 
with Woodrow Lawhom in the late 1940s, continued by 
Mr. Ruel Page, then Charlie Wheeler, and finally the 
Smiths. When the store moved in the early ‘70s, the 
Smiths reopened down the road, near their home, and 
continued in business for some years. 

Several years ago, Ernestine Smith Bennett compiled 
two volumes on old country stores that operated in Adair 
County in the twentieth century. The two volumes are 
filled with photographs and short stories on the lore and 
the people of our times. 

The following is a very brief list of some of the 
community stores that operated in Adair County at the 
turn of the last century. Some stores may be lost to 
memory if we don’t reflect now, and save our past. 
These are in no particular geographical or chronological 
order. 

Jack Go wen operated a country store at Basil in 1916. 

M.L. Grissom & Company operated at Bliss in the 
early years of the century. Also, C.M. Herriford operated 
a store that he sold in 1906 to Mrs. R.E. Tandy. Mr. Whit 
Conover was the blacksmith at Bliss in 1904. 

G.B. Breeding and Nimrod Roach operated stores at 
Breeding at the turn of the century. 

S.G. Banks & Son ran a store at Cane Valley in the 
1890s and early 1900s. The telephone exchange was 
located in his store in 1894. Mr. Banks sold out his stock 
of goods in 1904 to G.B. Hendrickson. Christie & 
Christie had operated a dry goods store at Cane Valley 
until the big fire of June 1891. Dudgeon & Callison 
were operating a flour and saw mill here in 1894. J.D. 
Eubanks had a general store in 1894; Ed Eubanks was 
operating a store here in 1906 when the U.S. post office 
was moved to the store. A.H. Judd had a store in 1894. 
T.I. Smith was a Cane Valley merchant in 1904. Bob 
Wilson’s store was robbed in January 1904; the firm was 
Wilson & Vaughan by 1909. A Mr. Bartlett and Joseph 
E. Eubank each ran a boarding house in 1894. The 
undertaker’s shop at Cane Valley, owner not known to 
me, was destroyed in the fire of 1891. 

Jesse Bryant built a new storehouse near Craycraft in 
1901. 

“Merchants, McClister & Pulliam, are having a good 
trade now (1901). As Dirigo is a new place, perhaps 
some of the readers would be glad to know where it is. It 
is on Harrod’s Fork, near the old monument—one of the 
grandest natural scenes in the commonwealth. Although 
a new town, we have one dry-goods store, a Post-Office,

errands—he’s quick to point out—but now he’s also direct¬ 
ing funerals and embalming bodies. He said he always 
knew he’d work at Grissom. 

“I always thought I’d coach and teach,” Martin, who 
also holds a secondary education degree in math from 
Western Kentucky University, said in an interview Friday. 
“In the back of my mind though I always knew this is 
where I would end up. I’ve been around it my whole life 
and I enjoy the work.” 

Martin has worked full time at Grissom since 2011, and 
said that his duties won’t change much now that he’s 
graduated and certified. 

“I basically do whatever needs to be done, same as 
before, but legally I can do a little more now,” Martin said. 
“The difference now is that I can do everything by 
myself—there’s no more apprenticeship or anything. Day 
to day, not much has changed.” 

Whether it’s talking families through their times of loss, 
embalming bodies, working funerals, or helping out in the 
office, Martin is comfortable in his line of work, a job that

many would find difficult and awkward. 

“I can see how some people would find it uncomfort¬ 
able, but for me, I’ve been around it forever, so I was used 
to it,” Martin said. “If I was an outsider, it might’ve been 
different, but funeral service is something I’ve always been 
around and I truly believe that the funeral home is where 
I’m supposed to be.” 

As Martin looks forward to his expanding role at his 
family’s funeral home, he said that helping people is the 
most rewarding part of the job. 

“It’s a good calling, and I like being around people,” 
Martin stated. “Even though it’s under bad circumstances 
sometimes, I enjoy helping people in their time of need. If 
I can do anything to help anybody, if I can answer 
anyone’s questions, I want them to come talk to me.” 

At this interview’s conclusion, Martin asked that one 
additional message be included: “I want to wish everyone 
in the community a merry Christmas,” Martin said. “Be 
sure to put that in the story.”

two saw mills and one grist mill in operation, and another to 
start in the near future.” 

Waller Hurt was one of the merchants at Gadberry in 
1904. 

Dr. Ed Sallee was preparing to erect another storehouse at 
Garlin in 1904. Earlier that year the people of the Garlin 
met to decide on erecting a church. Garlin town lots had 
advanced to $450 per acre. 

There have been many merchants at Glensfork, including: 
Basil Chapman who operated a store in the early 1900s. In 
July 1901 Collins & Company’s storehouse was damaged 
by fire in 1901. 

R.L. Caldwell was a blacksmith at Gradyville in 1903; 
Diddle & Parson received a new saw rig in 1909; the 
storehouse of Grady & Kemp was mentioned in 1902. 
Strong Hill was building a three-story store-house at 
Gradyville in 1902. The next year, Strong Hill sold Titus 
Mercer, of Camp Knox, one half interest, and they were to 
open a first class mercantile store. Mr. Hill lost his store¬ 
house and carding machine to fire in early 1903. The firm of

Grady & Hill dissolved partnership by mutual consent in 
1905. Mr. Hill & Son purchased the stock and continued 
business at the old stand. Mr. Grady being owner of the 
Peacock family of horses, was to devote all his time in the 
stock business. Nell & Nell operated a store at Gradyville as 
early as 1902. A large crowd of people were in town May 
1909 attending the Nell & Nell auction sale. George H. Nell 
sold his storehouse and lot to Grady & Kemp for $300 in 
late 1902. Walkup and Yates, of Gradyville, sold tombstones 
in the early 1900s. 

George Keltner & Son, of Keltner, lost by fire a 
storehouse and stock of goods and a dwelling house and 
contents in early 1900. Tyler Perkins was a merchant at 
Keltner in 1904. 

L.R. Chelf was operating a store at Knifley in the early 
1900s. Stephen H. Knifley operated a shop, as of December 
1883.

January],” Arnold said. “It 
shouldn’t take that long.” 

Hardwick adamantly 
disagrees with Arnold that 
his petition is anything 
other than a personal 
lawsuit, and maintains he 
has done nothing wrong, 
but acknowledges that 
mistakes were made made 
during this year’s election. 

“There were people that 
wanted to vote for me that 
should have been able to 
vote for me, and they 
weren’t allowed to either,” 
Hardwick explained. “The 
same thing happened to me 
that happened to Ben. Just 
look at the Sheriff’s race, it 
was much closer, but 
[unsuccessful sheriff 
candidate Josh Brockman] 
let it go. The people 
spoke.” 

Hardwick’s attorney for 
the suit is H.K. Cooper, 
while City Attorney 
Marshall Loy is 
representing the City of 
Columbia, and County 
Attorney Jennifer 

Hutchison-Corbin is 

representing the Board of 
Elections. Arnold’s 

attorney is Elmer George. 

Arnold took the stand 
Monday, and said that his 
examination and cross- 
examination gave Judge 
Vance an opportunity to see 
the voting irregularities 
that occurred. 

“I think the judge got a 
good overview of the 
negligence that occurred 
during the election,” 
Arnold said. 

The next hearing on the 
matter has not yet been 
scheduled.

Adair Countians enroll 
in state farm program 


By BILL HAYS 

A new farm program, en¬ 
gineered by the University of 
Kentucky’s College of Agricul¬ 
ture, already has 50 members in a 
10-county area signed up to take 
advantage of its services, accord¬ 
ing to Wayne Livesay, County 
Agricultural Extension Agent 
here. 

The official name of the pro¬ 
gram is “The Kentucky Farm 
Business Ana y Is is Program,” and 
it is computerized to accept all 
information regarding the Indivi¬ 
dual farmer's business 

Livesay emphasized that all 
information given to the profess¬ 
ion analyst will be kept in strict 
confidence. 

However, the individual farmer 
will also keep a record of his own 
operation. 

He said, "Adair County now has 
six farmers enrolled in the 
program which is designed to 
improve the all-around efficiency 
of his own particular business ” 

Livesay added the service 


would be similar to that of a 
CPA—a professional who helps 
others in business to make any 
necessary adjustments in the 
farmer’s business. 

"The primary purpose," Live¬ 
say said, "is to run our farms 
more efficiently. The University 
of Kentucky plans to hire a 
specialist who has a Ph.D. degree 
in farm management or agricul¬ 
ture economy." 

The six Adair County men now 
signed up are James Meyer 
(Millerfield Community); Robert 
Stivers (3ano Community); Creal 
Cundiff (Longhunter’s Camp 
Community); Billy Murrell 
(Holmes Bend); Wendell Hadley 
(Millerfield Community); and 
James Keltner (Cane Valley 
Community). 

Livesay said, "We need an 
additional 20 farmers in our Lake 
Cumberland area to complete our 
quota of 70 persons." 

The Lake Cumberland area 
Includes the counties of Adair, 
Casey, Clinton, Cumberland. 


Green, McCreary, Pulaski, 
Russell, Taylor and Wayne. 

A brochure put gut by the 
agricultural college notes the 
program’s benefits: 

—Provides factual information 
on farms under Kentucky condi¬ 
tions, rather than estimates. 

—Provides data for economic 
study. 

—Provides information on 
trends (projections) in Kentucky 
farm business operations. 

Livesay said it provides a 
complete and detailed record 
system, impartial counseling to 
determine causes for important 
differences in results, and other 
essential helps. 

The county agent said that 
anyone who desires more inform¬ 
ation should contact the Adair 
County Extension Office by call¬ 
ing 384-2317 

The cost is $240.00 per year with 
a $50.00 deposit required to enroll

It’s a magical time of year. 

Soon, little girls and little boys 
across the area will finally 
wake up to the day they’ve 
looked forward to all year 
long. Months and months of 
preparation have gone into this 
day, and while jitters of 
anticipation and uncontainable 
excitement stem from the 
belief that you’ll truly get what 
you want the most, some less 
fortunate folks in Columbia 
and beyond will ring in 
disappointment and sorrow that could linger until next 
December—or perhaps just March. 

The annual Battle of the Bluegrass is set for Saturday, 
and this year boasts perhaps the most highly touted two 
teams in the matchup’s recent history. Kentucky enters the 
contest a 7-5 Vegas favorite to cut down the nets for a ninth 
time and make their fourth Final Four appearance in five 
seasons, while Louisville’s top-5 squad hopes to make it’s 
third appearance in four years and grab its second title in 
the past three. It can be easily argued that no programs 
have had more recent success than these two teams, and 
both appear poised for another deep run. 

But someone has to lose Saturday. From a big picture 
perspective, I oversold the importance of this matchup in 
the opening paragraph. Since Calipari arrived at Kentucky, 
the Cats are 6-1 against Louisville, including two NCAA 
Tournament victories that ended the Cardinals’ seasons. If 
not for a UK win sending them home, it’s almost certain 
Louisville would have been realistic contenders at playing 
for the title instead in both 2012 and 2014. 

With both teams aiming for loftier heights and 
postseason glory, a loss by either three months before the 
start of The Big Dance is far from a death knell, and both 
teams are fully capable of falling this weekend and then 
triumphing in March. As fans, that perspective is 
important. 

Important, yes—but by Friday, when the Christmas 
hullabaloo is over, it will have completely disappeared. For 
48 hours or so, and in particular the few hours leading up 
to, during, and immediately after the game, nothing else 
matters. This is about bragging rights and pride, trash talk 
and bravado. This is about owning the state. 

So who wins? I refuse to cite Vegas betting spreads or 
expert predictions in rivalry games—they’re simply too 
volatile and have too many intangible factors to be 
accurate. Instead, let’s break things down by matchups. 

The words that were once in this space were written last 
Friday. Knowing I had a short, jam-packed week ahead, I 
attempted to get as much writing done as soon as possible. 

I broke down the guards, wings, big men and bench 
matchups between the Cats and Cards, calling the guards a 
push, giving Wayne Blackshear the advantage at the 3-spot 
because the Cats lack a true small forward, and explaining 
how UK has a massive advantage inside and off the bench. 
The breakdown was fair, although biased by my Kentucky 
fanhood, and predicted a defensive-oriented, physical game 
in which the Cats win by somewhere between 6-10 points. 

But Friday is before Saturday, and that write-up was 
done before Kentucky played UCLA. The Cats’ CBS 
Sports Classic performance was as eye-opening as it was 
eye-popping. I’ve written several times about this season’s 
Kentucky team, cautioned against outrageous expectations, 
and urged fans to keep things in perspective no matter how 
good or bad Kentucky happens to look. 

But have mercy. UCLA came into the contest in the 
number 18 spot in Division I in scoring. They had seven 
points at halftime. Seven. SEVEN. The final margin was 
officially 39 points, but it could have been any number 
John Calipari wanted it to be. France surrendered to 
Kentucky before the midway point of the first half; Sony 
refused to allow people to see the game on replay for fear 
of violence. 

UCLA Coach Steve Alford said after the game that 
Kentucky had no weakness, that it was the best team he’s 
seen in 24 years of coaching, and that he expects them to 
go undefeated. While I will maintain that any and all 
undefeated chatter is superfluous noise and an unrealistic 
standard until a team actually achieves it, Saturday did 
prove one very important thing. 

If you are good enough to earn Kentucky’s attention, you 
better also be very, very good. The midmajors and Ivy 
Leaguers of the world can catch the Cats asleep for noon 
tipoffs on Sunday afternoon—we’ve seen it with Boston 
and Columbia already this season—and the lower-tier of 
SEC squads will have a real chance at sneaking up on the 
Cats for a conference win, but when the name on the front 
of the jersey piques their interest or the bright lights come 
on, Kentucky becomes an overwhelming juggernaut. 

Louisville is a very good team. Defensively, they can 
both smother you and create chaos, and are equally as good 
in the zone as they are when pressing. Offensively, they 
play in spurts, and tend to go as Terry Rozier and Wayne 
Blackshear can take them from the perimeter. They have 
Montrezl Harrell inside, whose energy, strength and 
explosiveness makes him a constant threat to attack the 
rim. 

I just don’t know how it will be enough. In fact, against 
any team that Kentucky is focused against, I don’t know 
how anything will be enough. The Cats boast a win margin 
that exceeds 30 points, and have beaten powerhouse 
programs Kansas, Texas, North Carolina and UCLA by an 
average of more than 24. 

So while Saturday may ultimately be meaningless to 
both team’s eventual goals and overall success, I can’t find 
a way to believe that it also does anything but serve as 
another powerful reminder that it will take a gargantuan 
effort for a quality opponent to knock off these Cats. It 
isn’t that I believe Louisville is a bad team, or that I think 
they aren’t good enough to beat Kentucky. It’s actually the 
opposite. Louisville is a good team—too good to win on 
Saturday. 



Lady Indians 87 West Jessamine 34 


Sunday’s loss moved the Lady Indians into the consolation 
bracket and a matchup with the 3-2 West Jessamine Colts. With 
third place in the Holiday Classic on the line, Adair exploded for 
their most dominant performance of the season Monday afternoon, 
blitzing their 12th region foe 87-34. 

“This was a great win to lead us into the holiday,” Coach Turner 
said. “We shot really well, and with four games in four days we 
played a lot of players a lot of minutes. Our bench scored 40 points 
for us in the game.” 

Although the final margin would indicate otherwise, the opening 
moments of the contest were competitive. Beth Owens scored on a 
quick curl to the rim and Alex Keltner sank a long two before a 
West Jessamine floater put them on the board with less than a 
minute expired. The Colts took a brief lead, breaking Adair’s full 
court pressure to convert an open look from beyond the arc, but 
junior forward Brooklyn Coomer rattled in a jumper to put the Lady 
Indians back ahead.

just seconds after the junior substituted into the game to grab an 18- 
7 advantage. The margin would remain similar, and after one, Adair 
led 23-13. 

While a 10-point lead after one might have been manageable, the 
scoreboard at the half was far less kind. Adair added six more 
points in the first minute of the second, then sophomore forward 
Katherine Curry blocked a shot, drew a foul, made a free throw, 
stole the resulting inbounds pass and scored on a layup.

“We probably played our best all-around quarter of the season in the first period,” 
Coach Fudge said of the Tribe’s strong start. “We did everything pretty well, 
especially our shooting.” 

That strong start produced a 22-3 advantage after just one quarter, with junior 
forward Jacob Pooler giving the Indians a scoring lift. Three other Indians would 
reach double figures on the night, and despite an improved offensive performance 
in the second quarter from the Panthers, Adair kept pace to hold the 38-17 halftime 
lead. 

With such an impressive opening, the Indians intensity waned slightly, almost 
allowing Cumberland back within single digits, but a 13-point lead after three 
became a 70-51 victory with the Indians finally firing on all cylinders. 

“Once we got ahead our guys backed off a little and it was hard to get back into 
that same intensity level that we played with early on, but I was pleased with the 
win,” Fudge added. 

Pooler’s 22 points on 8-of-ll shooting led the way for Adair, as did his team-high 
8 rebounds. Guards Zach Hutchison and Corey Melton each added 13 points, while 
sophomore forward Chance Melton pitched in 11 points and 7 boards. Sharpshooter 
Keith Sloan drained a tripleoff the bench for his 3 points in the contest, and 
Cameron Lasley tacked on a free throw to give the Indians 70 on the night.
